It will be the metropolis of the southern naif 
of Dakota, but in spite of iis natural advan- 
tages the people of Huron want the Capital and 
have great hopes that it will be located here. 
Huron would suit a larger number of people 
than any other piace that could be chosen.

A Bitter Familiy Fight Over Its 
ministration. 

Wis., May 16.—(Special.}|—It will be 
remembered that the late Simon Paige, the 
wealthy lumberman of this city, committed sui- 
cide under peculiar circumstances in lowa a 
few months ago. With the announcement of 
bis death came also the equally surprising an- 
nouncement that a short time before his death 
be had married a Brooklyn, N. Y..woman under 
circumstances of secrecy..

At the time of the ap- 
pointment of the brother Mrs. Paige was in New 
York, and as soon as she heard of the action of 
the court she made preparadons to enter 
a contest.

A FEMALE FIEND. 


Diabolical Attempt to Poison a Family 
of Five Persons. 

Boston, Mass., May 16.—[Special.J—The at- 
tempted murder dy the poisoning of the Rev. 
Dr. Fletcher's family, at Franklin, Mass., is of a 
much more serious nature than 
was at first described. It was a diaboli- 
cal attempt to take the lives of five persons, 
for uo reason that appears at present. About 
two months ago the Rev. Fletcher took to his 
home in Franklin, from an intelligence office 
in Providence, a colored girl named 
Hattie Westry, about 2% years of age. 
For a few weeks she proved all that was de- 
sired, doing her work neatly and quickly. Then 
the family noticed a change; there was a cer- 
tain slackvess in the way she performed her 
duties. She objected to any interference, and 
sought seclusion. The daughter, Mrs. Brackett, 
was accustomed to doing some of the cooking, 
nut the girl thougtt she was intruding upon her 
domain. From this stage she apparently laid 
ber murderous plans with the cooloess of a 
bardened criminals About two weeks ago 
Mrs, Brackett was suffering from @ se- 
vere headache, and at her request the 
girl prepared some gruel. Soon after eating it 
she was taken violently fll and vomited. This 
relieved her, but she did not recover for some 
time. A few days afterward her littie girl ate 
some gruel prepared by the servant, and she 
too was taken sick, vomiting freely. The servant 
urged her to take some more gruel, but the 
mother prevented it. Another attempt was 
made to kill the family by putting poi- 
son in a loaf of gin d, bat the 
cake was 80 unattractive that it was 
thrown away. Last Monday. without 3 
mg any good reason, the girl suddenly left 
the house, when the family found abundant 
evidence of her malicious position and mur- 
derous character. Cloaks, sacques, dresses, 
coats, and bats had been cut with svissors 
and koives. Valuable books were toro and 
besmeared with filth. This wanton destruction 
of praperty was supposed to be the extent of 
her work: but Monday it was discovered that 
before leaving she had made preperations to 
poison the whole family. Paris- green had been

The Indiaus at Fort Apache Suffering 
for Food—The Crees Quiet. 
Demina, N. M., May 16.—[(Special.)-—-The situ- 
ation at Fort Apaché is apparentiy quiet. The 
Indians trom the San Carlos Agency are contio- 
ually arriving and settling in the valleys near 
the post. They are doing a good deal of piunt- 
ing, but the Commandante could not get seed 
for them from the agency, as the agent there 
says that the Indian office will not allow bim 
half enough seed for his own people. Gen. 
Schofield has authorized Capt. Dougherty to buy 
seed, and all the seed obtainable in Las Vegas 
and Albuquerque has uccordingjy been pur- 
chased. The Indians are destitute, and Friday 
last asked for permission to 150 men and ten

AGAINST THE. POPE. 
IRELAND ABOUT TO REBEL AGAINST AN 
OTHER OPPRESSOR. 

DUBLIN, May 16.—{Speciai Cable.]—A pro- 
found sensation has been caused in ireland by 
the message from the Vatican containing words 
of disapproval of the prominent action of some 
of the Irish prelates and priests in reference 
to me National movement, and in a pointed 
manner regarding their assistance to 
the Parneli testimonial fund. The Free- 
man's Jownal this morning au- 
nounces £500 additional sibscriptions to 
the fund, a great number of eontributors being 
priests, and thie is deseribed as The first un- 
wer to the Vatican.“ Condemnation of the 
action of the authorities at *Rome 
is general, and there is boldn@ and 
significance in the declaration of the pro-Catho- 
lic organ, the Freeman, io saying that the Pope's 
circular is “The most important document 
since Adrian’s famous bull. The Vatican 
is @rossiy misinformed. If it censures 
the illustrious and boloved Archbishop of Cashel, 
it must also ceasure nine other distinguished 
prelates and the entire priesthood of Lreland. 
All must obey the Pope's command, but the re- 
generation of Ireland will yet be effected by the 

union of priests and people.“ 

The Freeman's illustration of the bull of 
Pope Adrian IV. is. m puiated, It may be 
well to remind Am readers that it was 
that bull, issued by the only Englishman that 
ever occupied the chair of St. Peter, Nicholas 
Breakspear, that gave to England its first pos- 
session of Ireland, and bestowed on the ad- 
venturers of Henry II. in the twelfth century 
the right to rule and ruin the country. 

A meting of the Nationa! League was held in 
this city today. Mr. Biggur, member of Pariia- 
ment for Cavan, in a speech, said anything 
coming from the Pope should be re- 
ceived with much respect by tke 
league. They should at the same time express 
their opinions a plain put inoffensive terms.

They were remanded for trial and admitted to 
bail.

The Liverpooi Courier says it is positive that a 
dangerous machine was found on the steamer. 

DEPORTATION. 

The Times says the emigration scheme pro- 
posed by the Canadian capitalists bangs fire be- 
cause of the objections of Gladstone to the sys- 
tem of State aid. It says the Cabinet will in- 
sist on the Canadian Government becoming re- 
sponsibie for the movey loaned to further the 
scheme, probably thinking by that means they 
will cause the project to be abandoned. There 
is reason to believe, however, that Canada will 
accept the responsibility. 


THE AMERICAN HOG. 
CONTINUED COMMENT. 

Buntax, May 16.—The North German Gatette 
attempts to prove by statistics that the danger 
of contracting trichiulasis from American pork 
is sixty times greater than it is from German 
pork, and refers to the latest reports of the sau- 
itary officers of Chicago, Erie, and Boston, and 
published in the New York Medical Journal, 
to prove the correctness of its statements. 
The (jazette deciares that the inspection of pork 
on its arrival at German ports has proved use- 
less. It is said that the quantity of American 
pork consumed in Germany is smail and decreas- 
ing, and that the question therefore is not of 
economic importance.

Derroit, Mich., May 16.— The twenty-third 
annual meeting of the National Brewers’ Con- 
vention assembied this morning in this city in 
Harmonic Hall, which was beautifully decorated 
for the occasion with flowers, mottoes, etc. The 
delegates were formally received last evening, 
when the musical concert was given, and brief 
addresses of welcome by Michael Martz, Chair- 
man of the Reception Committee, and Mayor 
Thompson. The latter, after giving the dele- 
gates a cordial greeting, said that great cities 
have ever been the bulwarks of human liberty. 
The history of the thirteenth anniversary shows 
what the Hanseatic league did for personal bu- 
man liberty, and reference was made to 
the influence exerted in the same direction 
by the cities of Frankfort and Hamburg. Tais 
statement held good throughout the history of 
the middie ages, and in America great cities 
have ever proved bulwarks of personal free- 
dom. Ailuding in a casual way to the political 
standing of Detroit, which might be intluenced 
by local or other cause in the question of civil 
liberty, he believed that the citizens of Detroit 
would roll up a vast majority in its favor. When 
the wave of fanaticism rushed over the country 
Detroit stood fast. Not knowing dnything about 
the city’s future policy, and not wishing to in- 
troduce politics into his remarks, he feit that 
the city would ever stand up for personal rights. 
The Mayor’s remarks were received with rounds 


of applause.

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES.

“THE VIGILANCE COMMITT 

The report of the Vigilance Committee was 
next read, reciting in brief the causes that led 
to probibitory legisiation tu Ka Iowa, and 
the subsequent Supreme Court decision iu the 
latter State invalidating the law. It has been 
conclusively shown,” says the report, that at- 
tempts at prohibition of stimulants have led to 
lilicit = 1 of —— fireiest im- 
pure till nks, there 
crime, intensified pauperism. — degraded 
morals. All this increased taxes, and for the 
futile experiments of fanatics it is clearly seen 
that the industrious man who attends i 
own business has to 
touched on “the iniquities 
Commission” in respect to granulated rice, the 
material u the manufacture of light, 
sparkling beer, in the following terms: 

An attempt was made injthe interest of a siu- 
gie tirm of dealers. and succeeded, to induce the 
Tarif Commission to recommend 
raising of the duty on this material from 20 per 
cent ad valorem to 2% cents per an ſu- 
crease of 400 per cent. This iniquitous tax, in- 
juring both the producer and consumer, was de- 
feated in Congress. Since then the same par- 
ties have attempted to have the Treasury De- 
partment declare that the broken article 
was the whole grain, and so make 
the duty two cents per pound. Our attorney 
at Washington resis this, and the matter has 
been vitably decided.”” A geveralsurvey is 
made of the work of other States Desides those 
named in resisting sumptuary laws, showing 
that the Vigilance Committee have been diligent 
in prosecuting their work in the interests of 
brewers of the country. 

THE ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

The report of Lewis Schade, attorney, de- 
tailed his labors in connection with defeating 
legislation in Congress detrimental to the inter- 
ests of his employers. Whenevera Legisiature 
was about passing prohibitory amendments, he 
made it bis business to see the Congressional 
deleration from those States, and ask their 
interference. West Virginia, Delaware, 
Missouri, Texas, Arkansas, Maryland. 
Kentucky, Pennsyivania, and other States owe 
the defeat of prohibitory constitutional amend- 
ments to the direct interference of their mem- 
bers and Senators in Congress. A vote of thanks 
is recommended to Commissioner-of- Interaal- 
Kevenue Raum and his deputy, H. C. Rogers. 

FREDERICK LAUER. 

Frederick Lauer, first President of the Asso- 
ciation, and for twenty-one years bonorary 
President, delivered his farewell address, witb- 
drawing from active participation ia the affairs 
of the organization. He recited the history of 
the struggies on the question of internal-rev- 
enue taxation, and congratulated the conven- 
tion on the fact that it was not probabie 
the Government would again be com- 
pelled to resort to the system now being 
wiped out. He waroed them that it was against 
the political prohibitionists that the organiza- 
tion must be maintained. They were enemies 
who, under the disguise of religion and philan- 
thropy, would convert the Constitution and laws 
into one of the worst forms of despotism. He 
maintained the broad ground that the brewers, 
so far from making that which makes drunk- 
ards, are, in fact, real missionaries of temper- 
ance and benefactors of mankina. 

Henry H. Reuter, of Boston, responded, and 
paid a high tribute to the abilities and work of 
the retiring honorary President.

clally as to why persons charged. with murder 
are allowed to linger in the jail for months and 
years without trial, and why offenses are 
changed, as charged, ia the case of other crim- 
mals. They also ask a report as to the actual 
cost of diet prisoners, and, on the whole, 
may be said to be decidedly warlike. They were 
referre 1 to the Judiciary Committee.

A steam pile-driver bas been 
purchased at Coburg, and a dredge and two 
scows were also being eonstructed for it. The 
new dock would be lighted by electricity, se that 
work could be continued upon it day and nigut. 
It is hoped tobave the dock built before the 
lapse Of many months. 

The tender of Clark street bridge was endeav- 
oring to find out the name of the steam-barge 
that struck his bridge Tuesday night, but did 
not succeed. The damage to the bridge is 
greater than at first supposed, as besides tear- 
ing off a poraon of the rail. and smashing the 
walk, several stringers were broken and the 
bridge weakened by receiving a generai shak- 
ing up. The gabin of the boat was also pretty 
badly demolished, as several of the pieces were 
found on the bridge. The bridgetender says 
that ne intends to keep the pieces for the pur- 
pose of identifying the boat when she returns. 

There seems to be one drawback to canal ship- 
ments this season that cannot be overcome by 
legisiation or private enterprise. it is stated by 
gp Ber cory that though wheat is generally 
mn excellent condition and ships readiiy by 
canal, last year’s corn crop did not asa rule get 
sufliciently ripe to stand al sorts of usage. 8 
pecially is this the case with corn loaded some 
months ago at Chicago. It is not so much that 
it comes here actually heated as that there is 
reason to fear that it will be before it can reach 
New York by canal. The consequence is that a 
large amount of cord is going East by rail, even 
much that was at first designed for the boats. 
Once broken into car-loads of 500 busheis it is 
much tees likely to heat, and in New York it can 
be put into sacks for ocean shipment. A com- 
parison of the rail shipments of wheat and corn, 
with the canal shipments of the same, not for- 
getting that late corn receipts have deen much 
the larger of the two, will show the truth of the 
assertion.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were more act- 
ive yesterday. Provisions were very weak, 
wheat moderately so, and other cereals easy. 
The weather was fine and more settled, which 
tended to weakness, but this was counteracted 
in grain by the fact of smaller receipts. 

Provisions were active and weak, with the 
latest prices within a shade of being the lowest 
of the session. Pork closed Wo lower, at $19.52% 
for June and $19.75 for July. Lard closed 760 
lower, at $11.87% for June and $11.97% bid for 
July, with August relatively weaker. Short 
ribs closed 15@20c lower, at $10.42% for June 
and $10.57% for July. Hogs were lower, with a 
rather large supply, and the market for 
product was“ sick” early, under free offerings 
by long bolders of the smaller class. The larger 
longs seemed disposed to stop the decline for 
a while, but later they succumbed to the inevi- 
table, and the market fell away further as more 
stuff was forced out by the droop, which diasi- 
pated several margins into thin air. Several 
lots were sold that had been bought only one day 
earlier. Some people thought at the close that 
the result of the day's trading was a wiping out 
of nearly ail the tailers on to the Milwaukee 
deal, while the latter remains intact. There was 
no apparent shipping demand, though undoubt- 
edly free sales could have been made to South- 
ern buyers if holders had been willing to con- 
cede correspondingly with the drop in futures. 
On the afternoon call the market was a shade 
eagier, closing at about the minimum prices of 
the day. 

Flour was more active, zand quoted firm in 
comparison with wheat. There was, however, 
some reason to think that the extra volume of 
business was a sign of concessions made by 
some holders. The coarse willstuffs were dull 
and easier. 

Wheat was moderately active and weaker. 
The market declined le, partly reacted, and 
closed le below the latest prices offTuesday, 
at SI. IZ bid for June and $1.14% for July. 
Liverpool and London were quoted dea per 
quarter lower, and the weather here took on a 
warmer tone. But our receipis were much 
smaller, and that fact prevented the full 
decline due to the other conditions. The 
outside longs became nervousand their neigh- 
bors more bearish in view of improving crop 
prospects, while the local longs did nothing to 
sustain the market, which looked weaker than 
any other day for a month past. There was 
not, however, anyef that extra drooping on 
the long futures that might dave been ex- 
pected. August closed about the same as July, 
and September at \c premium, while the year 
sold at the same prices ag May. Car-lotsof No. 
2 were dull at May prices, while No.3 was firm. 
On the afternoon call the market was steady, 
but July was quoted Ke lower on the curb- 
stone, at $1.14%. 

Corn was moderately active and steady us 
compared with wheat, though it ranged lower. 
It declined Gre. and closed xe below the 
latest prices of Tuesday, at Séc bid for June and 
580 usked for July. The [British markets were 
called 3d per qr lower, and our weather was 
clear, with the promise of a higher tempera- 
ture. but receipts were smaller and there was an 
active shipping movement from store. Charter- 
ing was active, and buyers took all the No. 2 of- 
fered, but did not want the lower grades except 
the receipts in bouses which receive from the 
Southwest. The bulk of the demand seems to 
be for New England points, and it was remarked 
that at the present rate of outgo 
we shall not have much more than 
3,000,000 bu in store atthe end of the week, 
yet Eastern markets keep up, undismayed by 
the recent free movement towards the seaboard. 
The shipping demand stiffened the speculative 
part of the market after an early weakening, in 
syrapathy with wheat, but there was not vigor- 
ous buying, the trading in futures after the first 
bour being mostly in changes. 

Oats opened with moderate trading at prices 
160 off from the close on Tuesday, the larger 
part of the sales being for July delivery, which 
showed the greatest strength, one biock of 250,- 
000 bu selling for that month. There wasa fair 
sprinkling of contracts for the delivery of new 
oats. For the last hour or more little trading 
was done, the close showing a weak market, and 
the loss of e from the latest prices of the 
day previous. There was no demand for No. 2 
spot, year selling at e. closing at N. 

Rye was fairly active and 4c lower, Spot No. 
2 selling at 6344 @64c, Closing at the inside. June 
delivery sold af 65@554c, being held at the low 
price atthe close. July delivery went out at 
66@66%4c, closing at 66c bid. August delivery 
was offered at 66c without buyers. Samples sold 
slowly. 

Barley was inactive for store-lots, with sam- 
ples going out fairly at about Tuesday’s prices, 

There was no noteworthy change in the mar- 
ket for dry goods, millinery, clothing, and boots 
and shoes, quiet prevailing all around. Gro- 
ceries were going out ina moderate way at gen- 
erally firm prices. Sugars were % lower. There 
wasa fair demand for dried fruits, fish, and 
canned goods, with prices averagimg steady. 
Dairy products were dealt in rather sparingly, 
owing to the general feeling that prices are go- 
ing lower. Dealers in leather, bagging, coal. 
and pla - iron report an absence of activity. Oils 
were generally steady. Carbons were \c lower. 

A fair business was done in green fruits, with 
the tropical kiuds going out well at quotations.
